"The Gettysburg Times" on Satur1- 
day from W. J. Krebs, city editor of 
the San Antonio Express, the leading 
daily in that city. 


According to the telegram the store 


proprietor was about to lock up for 
the night when he turned toward the 
door and noticed Bupp and his con- 
federate entering for the purpose of 
robbery. Having a. revolver handy 
for such an emergency the store pro- 
prietor reached for the weapon and 
was immediately fired upon by Bupp. 


While his accomplice covered the 


proprietor the New Oxford boy went 
to the wall and commenced to tear 
down the telephone so as to cut off 
all 
communication with the police. 


Not daunted in the least by the ap- 
pearance of the two young highway- 
men the store proprietor succeeded 
in getting possession of his revolver 
and started a pistol battle.

world. 


Gallant War.Services. 


During the recent war, notwith- 


standing the use of telephones, wire- 
less and all the methods of communi- 
cation which modern genius has in- 
vented, pigeons played an Invaluable 
and gallant part. 


In the United States there Is prob- 


ably not ^i city which cannot boast of 
racing-pigeon fanciers, while clubs and 
associations for the advancement and 
enjoyment of the facinating sport of 
racing the birds are being constantly 
formed in Eastern, Western, and to 
some extent in Southern cities. 
Lofts 


of homing pigeons are maintained by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture at the government poultry 
farm at Boltsville, Md., and the de- 
partment holds a membership In the 
Washington Racing Pigeon 
clift>, 
a 


branch of the American Racing Pigeon 
union. Many of the Washington club 
races flown during the past summer 
and fall have been won by Department 
of Agriculture birds, which number 
about 250. 


Just what faculty enables the .hom- 


ing pigeon to return to Its loft many 
miles away is a point of dispute 
among eminent homing-pigeon breed- 
ers. 
Some attribute it to remarkable 


Instinct. 
Others maintain that this 


bird has sight so brilliant and power- 
ful that it Is able to see much farther 
than any other species, while there are 
some who claim that It is the ex- 
treme 
and 
strong 
attachment 
for 


home, coupled with a peculiar memory. 


Training the Birds. 


It is nocossary to keep the birds In 


good condition with plenty of outdoor 
exercise, both in good nnd bad weath- 
er, if they are to have endurance for 
long flights. Tlie young birds 
are 


usually 
hatched 
in February 
and 


March. During tlie time when the eggs 
are being incubated and the young 
cared for, only one of, a pair is trained 
each day. On alternate days the other 
Is shipped to the training station. 
In 


this way the breeding is not interfered 
with, and the eggs or youfig are never 
left without one or the other of the 
old birds. 


In the beginning of the training the 


birds are conveyed in a basket not 
more than six or eight blocks from 
their lofts to an open spot away from 
buildings. The basket is faced toward 
the loft and the'birds liberated at 
once. 
At this distance pigeon spe- 


cialists advise practicing thorn from 
nil points of the compass. The next 
step Is to select the route over which 
it is intended to fly the birds. From 
half a mile the distance can be in- 
creased to 1 mile, then 5, 10, 50, 100. 
and 300, until the longest distance has 
been reached. 


Fly In Clear Weather 


Clear weather should always be pe- 


lectod for the birds' flights, for msny 
birds are lost during a stormy period. 
Then, too, good weather is especially 
necessary for rapid flying. 


It is considered host not to be, In 


too great haste in having the birds fly 
a long distance, The young birds need 
the time to develop their faculties, 
strengthen the muscles, educate the 
sight, and cultivate the memory and 


FARMERS WARNED TO 


ERADICATE CHICORY 


It Has Become Troublesome 


Weed in Many Sections. 


Seeds of Plant Usually Distributed In 


Grass or Clover Seed in Which It 


Occurs as an Impurity— 


Readily Identified. 


One man's meat Is another man's 


poison;,and chicory, pi-own as a vege- 
table iu Europe, is likely to become a 
pest over here, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


Chicory is grown as a vegetable and 


forage crop in Europe and to a lesser 
extent as a vegetable in the United 
States. In some sections, notably In 
Michigan, there ds a considerable pro- 
duction of the root for use as a coffee 
substitute. 
It readily runs wild, and 


the wild form has become in recent 
years a troublesome weed from the 
state 
of 
Virginia 
northward. 
Its 


spread has increased from year to 
year until the Department of Agricul- 
ture finds It sufficiently disturbing to 
justify a warning to fanners. 


The seeds of the wild forms are 


usually distributed in grass and clover 
seed in which it occurs as an Impurity. 
Farmers should watch for the appear- 
ance of the plants, readily identified 
by the blue flowers and thick roots, 
and eradicate it by cutting an inch or 
so below the soil surface. 
After cut- 


ting, drop a pinch of salt on the sev- 
ered root, which will prevent sprout- 
ing. 
During the morning hours the 


bright, blue flowers are very conspicu- 
ous and it is easy to locate the plants 
and either pull or cut them. When It 
appears 'in quantity it may be eradi- 
cated by growing an intertilled crop, 
such as potatoes or corn, for at least 
two years. Continuous grazing by 
sheep or goats will also help destroy 
the weed. 


Chicory was brought into Massachu- 


setts from Holland in 1785. The prin- 
cipal use of the plant is as a coffee 
substitute and adulterant, for which 
the roasted dried root is used. 
Im- 


proved varieties of chicory are used 
as salads and greens. The young, ten- 
der roots are also edible. One variety 
produces witloof, a vegetable that is- 
becoming Increasingly important. 
As 


a forage plant chicory is little es- 
teemed in the United States, but in 
Europe it Is regarded as a valuable 
element In sheep pastures. 


Information regarding the control 


and eradication of chicory is contained 
in Circular 108, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Affected 
Fowls Squat 
in Secluded 


Places and Gradually. Become 


Quite Emaciated. 


Tuberculosis of chickens Is quite 


common and is caused by a type of 
tubercle bacillus which has become 
adapted to birds. 
Transmission of 


tuberculosis from poultry 
to mam- 


mals, including roan, is rare except 
in case of hogs. Hogs contract tuber- 
culosis from poultry, and are more 
susceptible to cattle tuberculosis than 
are cattle themselves. Chickens, when 
affected, squat in secluded places and 
gradually 
become 
emaciated. 
In 


dressing a diseased chicken the breast 
muscles are usually wasted and the 
lesions are most likely to be found in 
the 
liver, 
spleen 
and 
intestines. 


Choosy masses in any of these organs 
is always suspicious. The disease may 
be detected by meons of the intrader- 
nial tuberculin test.—George H. Glov- 
er, Colorado Agricultural College.

BEASTS MAKE GOOD ON FILMS 


Eastern Journal Makes Unkind Com. 


parison Between Four-Footed and 


Human Actors. 


It was said at a recent meeting of 


the London Zoological society' that the 
plan of making, and keeping on record, 
films of rare animals had been entered 
upon with considerable success, the 
natural movements of *he beasts hav- 
ing been reproduced on the screen in 
a most interesting

instructive 


manner. 
It is indeeJ reasonable to 


suppose that the four-legged film act- 
ors may even be more successful, from 
an-artistic standpoint, than their hu- 
man colleagues; first, because their 
motions are naturally intelligible with- 
out the accompaniment of spoken "lan- 
guage ; and second, because they can-.

lent of counterfeit or spurious, 
slipped 
into

through a corruption of the name 
of a man named' liorgbese, re- 
puted to have been a very cor- 
rupt 
individual 
w"ho, 
around 


1825, flooded the west and south- 
west with vast amounts of coun- 
terfeit bills. 
Borghese, it is 


interesting to note, turned out 
his currency so rapidly that he 
didn't even stop to find out if 
the banks on which the bills 
were drawn were even- in exis- 
tence. As a result, much of his 
money 
was 
counterfeit 
in 
a 


double sense—it stimulated cur- 
rency and it -bore the name of 
a fictitious financial institution. 


The Westerners, being rather 


rapid in their speech, shortened 
the Italian name of Borghe«e 
first to "Borges" and then to 
"Bogus," applying the term to 
counterfeits of all descriptions. 
The earliest use of the word yet 
reported is recorded in the "Now 
English Dictionary" as occurring 
in the Painesvillp, Ohio, Tele- 
graph of July G, 1827. Then, of 
course, it was spelled, with a 
capital "B" and it was not until 
nearly'half a century later that 
it took its place in language as 
generally used.

British Explorers Get 21,000 Feet Up 


Mount Kinchinjunga and Are Com- 
pelled to Stop by Bad Weather— 


Encounter Difficulties. 


Manchester, England.—A Manches- 


ter Guardian correspondent at Calcut- 
ta remarks that great interest has 
been aroused by an attempt to climb 
Mount Kinchinjunga, one of the pants 
of the Himalayas. 


Harold Raeburn, editor of Moun- 


taineering Art, and C. G. Crawford of 
the Assam civil sevice, both mem- 
bers of the Alpine club, were known 
to be conducting preliminary explora- 
tions in the hope of finding an 'easy 
access to the summit. 


More than one skirmish 
In 
the 


vicinity of Kinchinjunga was made, 
though the rains at the time were 
heavy and the ever-shifting Ice fields 
In the mountains were likely to come 
down in terriflc avalanches, making 
all climbing Impossible without seri- 
ous risk to life. 


Their explorations led the climbers 


along the course of the Talung river, 
which takes its rise in the Talung 
glacier. 
Here they crossed streams, 


the bridges of which had been washed 
away, and passed impenetrable for- 
ests, through which they had to hew 
tueir way for several days. 
Un- 


daunted by the rainy weather, they 
traveled 
almost 
straight north 
to 


Pamionghi, across the Giuchu Pass, 
16,430 feet, to the Talung glacier, 
which is almost immediately to the 
sou"i of Kinchinjunga, and there ob- 
tained a glorious view of the moun- 
tains. 


Encounter Great Difficulties. 


The party returned to Darjeeling 


and made their final preparations, en- 
gaging coolies and large quantities of

Copenhagen.—Greenland is slowly 


moving in a westerly direction.

by J. P. Koch of the Danish Myliua- 
Erlchson scientific expedition, Grees^ 
land was three minutes further west 
than In 1S70, when a German expedi- 
tion made astronomical observations. 
In both instances the same northern 
latitude was found; Therefore, .Green- 
land moved west 1,833 yards in 37 
years. 
9 The first observation of the longi- 
fude of Greenland was made in 1823. 
Comparing :the findings in 1823 an* 
1870 one arrives at the conclusi*» 
that Greenland "wandered" ten yards 
westerly every year. 
That tends t* 


show that Greenland and Norway, 
now about 875 miles apart, once were 
connected, the separation taking 
50,000 or 100,000 years ago.

the San Antonio Express, the leading 
daily in that city. 


According to the telegram the store 
proprietor was about to lock up for 
the night when ho turned toward the 
door and noticed Bupp and his con- 
federate entering for the purpose of 
TObbery. 
Having 
a 
revolver 
handy 
for such an emergency the store pro- 
prietor l^^achcd for the weapon 
and 
was Immediately fired upon by Bupp. 


While l^is accomplice covered 
the 
proprietor th^e New Oxford boy went 
to the wall and commenced to tear 
down tlio telephone so as to cut off 
all 
communication 
wifh the police. 
Not daunted In the least by the ap- 
pearance of the two young highway- 
men the store proprietor 
succeeded 
in getting possession of his revolver 
and started a pistol battle.

Notices were posted in McSherrys- 
town and Centennial cigar factories 
on Wednesday by tha manufacturers 
announcing that the $1 or %Z per 1000 
bonus or premium paid to the clgar- 
maksre for some time past, would be 
withdrawn and become invalid on and 
after February 1st. TI>3 new scale of 
prices for making and packing cigars 
as was in effect in October 1919, was 
posted on Monday, 
The cigar mak- 
ers feeling that the cost of living had 
not 
decrsased 
sufficiently to Justify 
their 
acceptance 
of the new scale, 
held a meeting shortly after to pro- 
test against the chan&3.
